MONROE DOCTRINE‘ 
REDEFINED. 


MEANING AND SCOPE 
" BROUGHT UP TO DATE. 


Washington, Apr. 8.. 
The State'Department has pre- 
pared an exhaustive review of the 
Monroe Doctrine and its applica- 
tions, with a'view to working out 
a new definition of the famous dey 
elaration of American policy with 
regard to the American continents, 
the United Press learned to-night, 

Tho document containg a tenta- 

tive redefinition of the principles 
of the Doctrine, it.{s understood, 
and constitutes President Hoover's 
pledge to continue the work of| 
elarifying the various statements 
of past Administrations os to the 
Doctrine's meaning in modern 
times and the scope of its applica: 
tion, 
The review which has just been 
finished was started during the 
Coolidge administration under the 
direction of Mr! Frank’ B, Kellogg, 
then Secretary of State, and with 
the approval of Senator Borah, the 
chairman of tho’ committee on 
foreign ‘relations of the upper 
house of Congress. J : 
Various Republican leaders have 
been consulted and ‘the proposed 
new definition of the doctrine is 
understood to have the full ap- 
proval of the Party. 

Mr. Qharles) Evans ‘Hughes, 
while secretary of slate, did con: | 
siderable ‘work on the programma 
of compiling a review of the; 
principles and the-applications of 
the doctrine and in‘a specch before 
the American Bar Association fa 
1928 re-stnted the genesis and 
scope of the Doctrine as it stood 
at.that time. This work has been 
carried forward until now a full 
re-statement of the attitude of the 
United, States with regard to the 
operations: of forelgn powers on 
the American continents has been 
prepared, :
